RKANSAN NEWSI'ATERS.

The rapid seftling up of the State from all
parts of thd world gives great activity to
newspaper enterprise. It is the charncter of
this people that even the most remote settle-
ment must be within reach of a chureh,
fchool-house, and newspaper office, and as
new communities afe springing up in every
direction, the opportunity for starting a news-
peper is readily made available. Starting a
newspaper here is not so great a inancial un.
dertaking as at the East.

A number of seltlers find thomselves
within ensy rerch of one another on the bank
of some plensant stream. They see chances
for gpeculation, and trading in town lots at
Jirst pays belter than raising corn. In com-
mon with most settlements in Kansas they
have good land, fine apd good
limestone for building purposes to
offer the immigraut, but these settlers are
remote from railroad communication, and
their edvantoges arse not known outside of
their vicinity. To join the univorsal chorus
of tooting, they are ambitions to acqnire a
penny whistle of their own, and to this end
got some active-minded newspaper aspirant
to join them. and at the expense of afew
hundred dollars, raised by gencral assess-
ment, start with a second-hand ont-
fit. When once set going it is the jour-
nalist’s own fault if he does not get along,
Being hiz own editor, compositor, and press-
man, his expenges eatinot be heavy, and even
if his subscription list brings bim in nothing
for the first year, if diligent he can derive
enongh revenus from advertisements and
job work to pay his paper and ink bills, His
board and clothing noed not troable him, as
the editor of a paper in this section ean com-
mwand such influence as to. be regarded a full
equiva'ent for the ereature comforts of life.
After a year or so of this chrysalis existence
the newspaper man finds population gather-
ing around; his ciroulation and influence in-
creasing, his village lois gaining in wvalue,
and if be has the right stofl in him he finds a
future opening which will amply repny for
the privations and hard work experienced at
the beginning.

Itl8 certainly one of the greatest curlosities in
history that exactly one thousaud years ago, in the
year of our Lord 870, the people of France and Gers
many fought under thelr kings npon the same soll,

with  the same result, This nap[n,-ne-i
a8 follows:—The ewpire of Charlemague and
that of his son who succeeded h'm, Ludwig
[, callea the Pious, was divided hy his
thréee sons, the grandsons of Charletagne,
in 543, at the Congress of Verdun, between them-
selves in such amanner that Lothaire received, be-
sides the title of Emperor, Italy and what was theg
called Miadle Franconla, a strip of iand ronning
from the North Sea to the Mediterranean, and there
Jolpiog Upper Italy, a broad strip of land contalning
modern Holland, Belgium, the Lorratoe, the Alsace,
and all that part of Southern France lyiog between
the Hhone and Saone and the Alps on the east. Lud-
wig received Eastern Franconls, which was from
that time called Germania, or Germany, and from
which he, as Germany's drst king, was called Lud-
Wig the Giermau.

Carl, who was called the Bald, from his bald hend,
received Westorn Franconla, from that tlme calied
Franconia or France, Lothaire dled in 855, ani
aguin subdivided his empire amongst his three sons.
To the oldest, Lodwilg, he gave 1taly and the crown
and title of emperor; to the second, Lothalre, the
northern rau of his dominion, comprising a part of
modern Holland, Belginm, and the province called
up to this day Loraine or Lothariogen, the Alsace,
and ail the land extending down to the Saone, To
the youngest, Carl, he gave : Il the land south of the
